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THE  JAMES  BARNES  AND  MARGARET  M.  HUDSON  FAMILY  RECORD 


With  the  assistance  of  Lloyd  W.  Barnes  and  from  information 
gathered  from  clippings  in  scrap  books  made  by  Neva  Wilson  Barnes, 
over  a  number  of  years  and  information  from  most  of  the  other 
Barnes  relatives,  Bibles,  letters,  etc,  I  will  try  to  put  together 
as  much  of  The  Barnes  Family  History  as  I  can. 


The  records  will  not  be  complete,  by  any  means,  may  even  bear 
corrections,  especially  as  pertaining  to  dates,  etc,  I  will  leave 
blank  pages  and  you  can  add  to  it,  by  writing  or  clippings,  as  time 

goes  by. 

It  was  through  Boyd  Rasmus,  Vera  Barnes  Roberson's  son,  that 
I  became  interested  in  the  History, 

One  day  when  he  and  his  wife,  Andrea  and  son,  David  were  visit 
ing  in  our  home  from  Chicago,  he  asked  me  if  I  had  seen  any  records 
of  the  Barnes  Family  here. 


I  had  not  seen  any  records  or  thought  about  anything  like  that, 
so  then  I  started  looking  thru  the  Family  Bibles  and  scrapbooks 
with  Lloyd  telling  me  many  things. 

I  will  start  with  the  grandparents  of  Lloyd,  Roy,  Glenn,  Vern, 
Rex  and  their  cousins.  That  is  about  the  only  way  I  can  keep  whe 
names  straight  in  my  mind. 


James ,  Barnes,  grandfather,  born,  April  6,  1827,  died 
30,1907.  Grandmother  Barnes'  maiden  name  was  Margaret  M,  Hudson. . 

She  was  born  May  8,  1328  and  died  March  11,  1891.  They  were  married 
March  25,  1846  in  Delaware  County,  Iowa.  They  were  tne  parents  oi 
nine  children  and  all  were  born  in  Delaware  County,  Iowa.  Grand¬ 
father  and  Grandmother  Barnes  were  buried  in  Marcus -Amherst  Cemetery. 


The  following  was  taken  from  Ede  Wixcel's  letter. 


"I  have  heard  my  Dad,  Frank  S,  Barnes,  tell  that  when  Grandpa 
Barnes  was  a  small  boy,  he  and  his  brother  John  were  ' bound  ou  . 

I  would  say,  "adopted,"  but  Webster’s  Dictionary  says,  "To  be  taken 
care  of,  to  work  for  Bondage,  as  in  Slavery,"  They  were  there  until 

18  years  of  age. 


James  Barnes  and  his  brother  John  were  given  to  different 
parents  and  never  knew  where  the  other  one  lived,  until  after  ^uht 
Alice  was  married  and  her  daughter,  Mayme ,  was  a  baby  and  Grandfather 
Barnes  and  Aunt  Alice  went  to  Arkansas  by  train,  as  there  were  no 
automobiles  in  those  days. 

John  Barnes  met  them  and  took  them  to  their  farm  in  a  wagon.  I 
do  not  know  if  James'  and  John's  parents  were  living  when  the  two 
boys  were  "bound  out."

John  Barnes  went  to  Civil  War  and  James  Barnes  and  Margaret  M. 
Hudson  were  married  March  25,  1846,  and  went  to  live  at  Turkey  Timber, 
Iowa,  on  a  farm.

They  farmed  in  the  vicinity  of  Buck  Creek  in  Delaware  County. 

All  of  their  children,  except  J.  William  Barnes  moved. to  Marcus, Iowa. 

The  six  sons  and  only  daughter,  Alice  Barnes,  lived  in  and  around 
Marcus,  Iowa.  Grandfather  Barnes  built  the  house,  in  which  Fred  and 
Alice  Barnes  Paine  lived. 

The  grandparents  lived  there,  until  grandmother's  death,  March 
11,  1891.  Then  grandfather  Barnes  lived  with  his  daughter  Alice 
Barnes  Thompson  until  his  death.  He  visited  his  son  Edward  Faris 
Barnes  and  family  near  Granville,  North  Dakota.  Mary  D.  Barnes 
and  Lloyd  Barnes  said, 

"He  was  such  a  neat  and  clean  man,  always  wore  white  shirts  and 
he  chewed  tobacco,  but  was  spotlessly  clean.

1929*  Francis  S*  Barnes, (Frank)  and  Sarah  Edith  Everhart  were 
married  December  28,1871*  Sarah  Edith  Everhart  wa»  born  1850  and 
died  December  27,  1928.  Her  birthplace  was  Youngstown,  Pennsylvania. 
Her  parents  were  H*  B*  and  Caroline  Everhart*  They  later  moved  to 
Delaware  County,  Iowa  in  a  covered  wagon.  After  finishing  country 
school,  Sarah  and  Frank  went  to  Lenox  College  and  later  taught  school. 

Three  Children  were  born  to  this  union ;  Alice  Gertrude,  Frances 
Edith,  and  Floyd  S.  Barnes. 

Frank  S*  Barnes  started  the  telephone  business  in  Marcus  in 
1901.  He  sold  half ' interest  to  his  brother,  J.  Oscar  Barnes  in 
1908.  Fred  E.  Paine,  Frank's  son-in-law,  was  the  local  manager  from 
1902^-1920.  In  1911  a  half  interest  was  sold  by  Frank  S*  Barnes  to 
C*W.  Cisne.  They  operated  the  plant  until  they s old  to  H.  J.  Reiners 
in  1917%  In  1926  the  Exchange  was  sold  to  West  Iowa  Telephone  Com¬ 
pany. 


In  June,  1928,  plans  were  drawn  for  an  entire  new  Exchange 
Building,  equipment,  and  underground  system.  Up  to  this  time  the 
Marcus  exchange  had  been  operated  on  what  is  known  at  the  grounded 
system  using  a  single  wire  and  the  ground  for  the  return  wire.  The 
underground  cable  system  was  designed  sb  that  every  family  could  be 
accommodated  with  a  private  line  wire  connection.  This  called  for 
the  installation  of  6000  feet  of  conduit,  21,200  feet  of  trench  for 
cable  having  a  capacity  of  59 5  miles  of  single  wire  with  3^X^31*000 
feet  of  copper  wire  and  14  miles  of  drop  wire  running  from  the  cable 
terminals  to  the  telephone,  also  for  700  feet  cf  cable  from  Marcus 
into  Amherst  Township  to  accommodate  farm  lines.  The  new  system 
daily  employed  four  operators  and  a  local  manager.  Long  distance 
could  now  be  given  to  any  part  of  the  U.S.A. (1928.)  Of  §25  independent 
telephone  exchanges  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  Marcus  is  one  of  32  to  have 
the  "Automatic  Common  Battery* M  There  are  many  county  seat  towns  in 
Iowa,  and  others  much  larger  than  Marcus,  who  are  yet  without  this 
modern  equipment. 

Frank  S.  Barnes  also  stalled  the  Marcus  Water  Works  and  gas 
plant  and  was  about  the  first  to  start  everything.  He  and  Charles 
Bess  were  the  first  two  to  have  telephones  in  Maraus.  No  #perator, 
just  a  connection  between  Frank's  home  and  Charles  Bass's  house.  (The 
above  was  taken  from  a  Marcus  Telephone  Anniversary  Book.) 

MNo  man  ever  did  more  to  build  up  Marucs.  He  had  a  desire  t« 
help.  He  loved  the  church  and  gave  dollar  for  dollar  to  build  and 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  Marucs  Church  of  Christ.”

The  above  is  not  really  family  history,  but  is  interesting, 
because  it  was  written  about  Frank  S.  Barnes  and  also  gives  some 
Marcus  history. 
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No*  2-1  The  first  child  or  Frank  S,  Barnes  and  wife  Sarah  Edith 
Everhart  Barnes  was  Alice  Gertrude  Barnes  (Allie.)  She  was 
born  December  25,  1373?  near  Hopkinton,  Delaware  County,  Iowa. 
Allie  died  September  11,  1956,  at  her  sister  Ede  Wixcel1 s 
home  in  Waterloo,  Iowa,  She  moved  to  Marcus  in  1879  with 
her  parents  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  Marcus,  After  Alice 
finished  high  school  in  Marcus,  she  went  to  Cornell  College 
at  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  and  majored  in  music.  She  taught  music 
before  and  after  her  marriage  -to  Fred  Paine,  She  also  played 
piano  at  Church,  Eastern  Star  and  programs,  etc. 

No,  2-1  Alice  (Allie)  Barnes  and  Fred  E,  Paine  were  married  Decem¬ 
ber  28',  1893,  There  were  no  children,  Fred  E,  Paine  was  born 
April  o,  1871  in  Ridgeway,  Pennsylvania,  He  later  moved  to 
Vail,  leva.  He  graduated  in  Pharmacy  from  State  University 
of  Iowa  at  Iowa  City  and  later  was  a  Pharmacist  in  Sioux  City, 
Iowa,  Paullina,  Iowa  and  Marcus.  After  moving  to  Marcus,  he 
was  cashier  of  Citizens  Bank  in  1900,  After  being  manager  of 
The  Telephone  Company  for  15  years,  he  was  employed  as 
bookkeeper  for  the  Marcus  Lumber  Company, 

Fyed  Paine  died  June  15,  19^3*  Had  he  lived  6£  months 
longer,  they  would  have  celebrated  their  50th,  wedding  anniver¬ 
sary,  (Ede  Wixcel  and  the  Marcus  News) 

No,  2-2  Second  child  of  Frank  S,  Barnes  and  Sarah  Edith  Everhart 
Barnes  was  Frances  Edith  (Ede)  Barnes,  born  June  2,  1878  near 
Sand  Springs,  Delaware  County,  Iowa,  and  lived  there  until 
9  months  old,  when  her  parents  moved  to  a  farm  near  Marcus, 

In  1884,  the  family  moved  into  Marcus,  Edith  went  to  school 
there  and  graduated  from  Marcus  High  School  and  also  from  Drake 
University,  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 

While  a  student  at  Drake  University,  she  met  Samuel  Mil tod 
Wixcel,  whose  home  was  in  Callio,  Missouri,  He  was  at  one  time 
assistant  sports  editor  on.TheDes  Moines  Iowa -Qapital, 

Frances  Edith  Barnes  was  married  to  Samuel  Milton  Wixcel 
April  26,  1899.  Milton  was  born  August  6,  1872  in  Layette, 
Illinois.  A  home  wedding  took  place  in  Marais,  Iowa,  Milton 
was  a  home  decorator  for  several  years  and  at  the  same  time, 
he  took  a  mechanical  course,  drafting,  etc,,  by  correspondence. 
He  later  invented  the  Wixcel  self-loading,  all  steel  hay  loader 
and  other  inventions  that  were  patented.  He  started  to  work 
on  them  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  and  later  moved  to  Marcus  and 
continued  te  work  there.  During  the  war,  when  steel  became 
scarce,  he  had^to  discontinue  the  hay  loader,  but  kept  on  with 
the  shop  untijhe  retired.  Then  they  moved  to  Waterloo,  Iowa, 
on  October  22,  1941,  where  their  three  children  were  living  at 
that  time. 

Frances  and  Samuel  Wixcel  celebrated  their  50th.  wedding 
anniversary  April  26.  1948.  Milton  Wixcel  died  January  18, 
1959i  at  the  age  of  85,  He  was  buried  in  Marcus-Amherst 
Cemetery,  There  were  three  children;

Edith  (Ede)  Barnes  Wixcel  is  the  second  in  Frank  S. 
Barnes*  family  to  be  living  in  Waterloo,  Iowa,  July,  1963. 

No. 2-2-1  The  eldest  child  of  Edith  Barnes  Wixcel  and  Samuel  Milton 
Wixcel  was  Myrne  Wixcel,  born  June  28,  1900  in  Marcus, 

Iowa.  She  graduated  from  Marcus  High  School,  taught  school 
one  year  in  the  country  and  graduated  from  Drake  University, 
Des  Moines, Iowa.  She  taught  one  year  in  Shenandoah,  Iowa, 
and  two  years  in  Aurelia,  Iowa.  She  met  Raymond  Smith  of 
Ethel,  Missouri,  while  attending  Drake  University.  They 
were  later  married.  He  was  an  accountant. 

No.2-2-1-1  They  adopted  their  only  son,  David,  when  he  was  8  days 
old.  When  David  was  17  years  old  he  joined  the  Navy  for 
three  years  and  was  stationed  in  Pensacola,  Florida, 
and'  later  was  sent  overseas  and  on  return  to  the  States 
was  sent  to  Canada,  but  was  in  no  action.  After  he  was 
discharged,  he  went  to  Milwaukee-,  Wisconsin,  where  he 
still  lives.  He  married  Joan  Bevel  and  they  have  two 
boys  and  two  girls. 

No. 2-2-1  Raymond,  Myrne* s  first  husband  passed  away  following 

heart  surgery.  Later  Myrne  married  Leslie  Young  of 
Waterloo,  Iowa.  Myrne  Wixcel  passed  away  July  6,  1953* 

Leslie  Young  died  November  7,  1953?  in  Milwaukee, 

Wisconsin.  Myrne  is  buried  beside  her  father,  S.  Milton 
Wixcel  in  Marc us -Amherst  Cemetery. 

No. 2 -2-2  Ruth  Wixcel,  second  daughter  of  Edith  Barnes  Wixcel  and 

Samuel  Milton  Wixcel,  was  born  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  on 
July  31 »  1908.  The  same  year  the  family  moved  back  to 
Marcus.  Ruth  graduated  from  Marcus  High  School.  She 
taught  school  one  year  and  went  to  Teachers  College, 

Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  where  she  graduated.  Ruth  taught  two 
years  in  Merrill,  Iowa. 

Ruth  Wixcel  was  married  to  Hilland  Hoff  June  2,  1933? 
whom  she  met  while  going  to  college  in  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa. 
They  were  married  in  The  Christian  Church  in  Marcus,  Iowa, 
■and  settled  in  Waterloo,  Iowa.  Hoff  had  a  restaurant 
called  "Hoff *s  Place."  Later  they  moved  to  Edcouch,  Texas, 
where  they  had  a  citrus  fruit  farm.  They  later  moved  to 
California  and  operated  a  trailer  sales  court  for  several 
years.  They  then  sold  that  and  went  abroad  for  a  year. 

After  returning  to  The  U.S.A.  they  settled  at  72  Lake 
Drive,  Riveria  Beach,  Florida.  They  still  have  a  home 
and  apartment  there  in  February  1963*  They  have  no  children. 
Hilland  Hoff  was  born  February  18,  1907,  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa.  (Ede*s  letter) 

No. 2-2-3  Lloyd  M.  Wixcel,  third  child  of  Edith  Barnes  Wixcel 

•and  Samuel  Milton  Wixcel,  born  January  24,  1917,  at  Marcus, 
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vas  graduated  from  Warcus  High  School  and  went  to  State 
University  of  Iowa  in  Iowa  City,  and  later  graduated  from 
Gates  Business  College  in  Waterloo,  Iowa.  Hw  was  then 
employed  at  John  Deere’s  Manufacturing  Company,  Waterloo, 
Iowa,  until  he  went  into  service  for  three  years  and  was 
stationed  at  Camp  Luis-Obispo,  California,  most  of  that 
time.  He  was  a  Corporal.  After  his  release  from  service, 
he  went  to  San  Francisco  and  finished  his  course  in 
auditing  and  went  back  to  work  at  the  John  Deere 
Manufacturing  Company  and  is  still  with  the  same  company 
in  Waterloo,  Iowa.  Lloyd  M.  Wixcel  and  Beryle  Goodenbour 
of  Tripola,  Iowa,  were  married  March  31  *  1953*  They 
live  in  Waterloo,  Iowa.  They  have  three  children (1963 ) :

3-3  Andy  two  months  old  born  in  January  1961 

Floyd  S.  Barnes,  third  child  of  Frank  S.  Barnes  and 
Sarah  E.  Everhart  Barnes,  born  May  17,  1886,  in  Marcus, 
Iowa  died  February  18,  1945.  He  attended  school  in 
Marcus,  graduated  from  high  school  and  attended  Drake 
University,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  completed  a  business 
course  and  spent  a  number  of  years  in  Marcus  as  cashier 
in  his  father’s  bank. 

When  going  to  college  at  Drake  University  he  met 
Mae  Garrett  of  Letts,  Iowa,  who  was  born  January  25,  1887. 
They  were  married  August  18,  1906.  Both  attended  uraKe 
University  in  1902  and  1903.  They  first  lived  in  Marcus 
and  later  lived  in  Cherokee,  Iowa,  for  a  number  of  years 
and  moved  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  1923. 

1  They  had  one  child:  Laura  Barnes,  born  February  26, 

1911  in  Marcus.  Laura  graduated  from  North  High  School, 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  attended  Omaha  University  for  two 
years  and  then  worked  in  the  Loan  Department  of  Woodman 
of  the  World  Life  Insurance  Company. 

1  Laura  Barnes  and  Harold  Russell  of  The  Sporting  Goods 

Store  were  married  May  14,  1938.  Harold  graduated  from 
Central  High  School  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  attended 
Dartmouth  College  also,  in  Cornell,  Wisconsin,  and 
graduated  from  University  of  Missouri.  Harold  died 
October  20,  1952. 

1-1  They  had  one  son,  Richard  Harold  Russell,  born 

October  27,  1942.  He  graduated  from  West  High  School  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  June  I960  and  entered  Omaha  University 
in  the  fall  of  I960. Harold  had  several  Sports  Good  Stores 
in  Omaha  and  other  towns  and  since  his  death,  Laura 
continues  in  the  operation  of  the  stores. 

Mae  Garrett  Barnes  is  living  in  Omaha,  February  1963? 
with  Laura  and  Richard.  He  is  in  his  third  year  in 
college  in  Omaha.  He  spent  the  summer  of  1962  abroad 
with  a  group  of  1,500  other  students,  via  ship, 
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They  landed  at  Rotterdam,  Holland,  and  he  and  another 
Omaha  boy  took  a  ferry  to  London  and  back  to  Rotterdam. 
They  traveled  thru  France,  Spain,  Italy,  Switzerland, 
Germany,  Denmark,  and  Berlin. 

This  completes  the  history  of  Frank  S.  Barnes  and 
family  from  July,  1848  to  January,  1963.  It  was  written 
by  Edith  Barnes  Wixcel  on  New  Years*  Day  1963  who  is 

still  living  in  Waterloo,  Iowa,  at  the  age  of  84  years.

J.  William  Barnes,  3rd,  son  of  James  Barnes  and 
Margaret  M.  Hudson  Barnes,  was  born  May  30,  1850  in 
Delaware  County,  Iowa,  He  was  married  to  Mary  C.  Bar gelt 
November  8,- 1871.  (She  was  called  Aunt  Kate.)  They  were 
married  in  Delaware  County.  J.  William  was  the  only  one 
of  James  and  Margaret  Barnes*  children  who  did  not  move  to 
Marcus.  They  moved  to  Colorado  where  he  died  with 
Mountain  Fever,  January  17,  1886.  Frank  S.  Barnes  went 
out  there  to  see  him  during  his  illnnss,  just  before  his 
death. 


J.  William  and  Mary  had  three  children: 

Cecit,  He  was  sent  to  some  foreign  country  and  after  Ava*s 
death,  her  mother  (our  Aunt  Kate)  went  to  where  Cecil 
lived.  Our  folks  heard  from  Aunt  Kate  for  a  while,  but 
the  letters  ceased  coming,  so  it  was  feared  they  might 
have  met  with  foul  play. 

Ava,  was  born  in  1878.  She  died  from  a  fall  from  a  horse. 
She  was  married. 

Edna  •  was  married  but  we  never  heard  from  her.

Edward  Faris  Barnes,  4th.  son  of  James  and  Margaret 
M.  Hudson  Barnes  (Lloyd  W.  Barnes*  father)  was  born  July 
1,  1852  at  Uniontown,  Iowa.  He  died  July  13 ,  1933 »  in 
the  home  of  his  son  and  wife,  Glenn  and  Mary  D.  Barnes 
in  Marcus,  Iowa,  at  the  age  of  8l  years  and  12  days.  He 
spent  his  early  youth  at  Uniontown,  Iowa,  and  moved  to  a 
farm  northwest  of  Marcus  in  1878,  He  was  married  to 
Belle  Vira  Me  Ginnis  at  Hopkinton,  Iowa  on  February  2, 
1881.  His  wife,  Belle  Vira  Me  Ginnis,  was  born  December 
14,  1862.  She  died  June  9,  1916. 

Edward  Faris  Barnes  and  Belle  Vira  Barres  were 
buried  in  Saline  Township  Cemetery,  near  Granville,  North 
Dakota.  After  their  marriage  they  established  their  home 
on  a  farm  near  Marcus  and  resided  there  for  many  years. 

In  1900  the  family  moved  to  Larchwood,  Lyon  County,  Iowa, 
where  Edward  F.  Barnes  was  established  in  the  implement 
business  with  his  borther-in-law,  Wm.  H.  Barkus,  for 
two  years.  Then  the  two  families  moved  to  Granville, 

North  Dakota,  and  took  claims.  (Mrs.  Edward  F.  Barnes 
and  Mrs.  Ufm.  H.  Barkus  were  sisters.) 
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Mrs.  Edward  F.  Barnes  died  June  9»  1916,  Edward  F. 

Barnes  was  County  Treasurer  of  Me  Henry  County  at  Towner, 

North  Dakota,  for  four  year s-192 1-1924,  During  this  time 
he  made  his  home  with  his  son  Glenn  and  his  family.  In  the 
fall  of  192*+  Edward  F.  Barnes  moved  back  t#  Marcus  and  made 
his  home  with  his  sons.  In  later  years  he  lived  with  his 
son  Glenn  and  his  wife  Mary  D.  Barnes.

No. 4-1  Lloyd  Wm.  Barnes,  first  son  of  Edward  Faris  Barnes  and 

Belle  Vira  Me  Ginnis  Barnes,  was  born  December  27,  1881  on 
a  farm  five  miles  northwest  of  Marcus.  The  house  in  which 
he  was  born  is  still  being  lived  in- January  1983.  An 
addition  was  added  after  his  birth.  His  father  boughttthat 
farm  when  he  moved  to  Marcus  in  1878,  from  Delaware  County, 
Iowa,  He  paid  $10.00  an  acre  for  the  farm  and  had  to  .have 
the  buildings  built  on  it,  Lloyd’s  uncles,  Frank  S.,  J.  Oscar, 
and  Byron,  and  his  aunt,  Alice  Barnes  and  her  husband  Isaiah 
Thompson  owned  the  land  adjoining  his  father,  Edward’s  land. 
They  all  bought  the  prairie  land  at  the  same  time.  Lloyd's 
parents  moved  into  Marcus,  about  1890  and  lived  for  four  years 
in  the  house  Rev,  and  Mrs.  Plummer  live  in  now, (February- 
1983.)  at  300  No.  Maple  Street,  except  for  the  first  few 
months  after  they  moved  to  town.  They  moved  back  to  the  farm 
ana  in  1900  Edward  sold  his  farm  to  his  brother,  Frank  S. 
Barnes,  for  $45.00  per  acre.  The  taxes  were  low,  but  the 
interest  was  high.  This  same  land,  later  sold  for  $400.00 
per  acre,  gradually  dropped  to  $100.00  per  acre  and  in  1982 
probably  would  sell  for  around  $400,CO  per  acre. 

No, 4-1  Lloyd  W.  moved  to  Larchwood,  Lyon  County,  Iowa,  with  his 

parents  and  four  brothers  in  1900.  He  attended  Larchwood 
Public  School  and  he  and  his  brother  Roy,  farmed  the  320 
acres  nf  Land  i  mile  north  of  Larchwood.  In  1902,  the  family 
moved  to  Granville,  North  Dakota,  where  they  farmed. 

Lloyd  W.  Barnes  and  Neva  Grafie  Wilson,  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Wilson,  were  married  March  18,  1908 
in  the  home  of  her  parents  on  their  farm  near  Marcus.  After 
their  marriage  they  went  to  Granville,  North  Dakota,  where 
they  lived  on  a  farm,  but  returned  to  Marcus  in  1910  and 
resided  on  the  Wilson  farm  for  35  years,  then  in  1944 'they 
moved  into  Marcus  and  bought  a  house  on  Cedar  Street.  They 
later  sold  this  house  and  moved  into  the  home  of  Grandma 
Wilson,  to  take  care  of  her,  until  her  death.  That  house  .is 
now  owned  by  E.V.  Delaney,  February,  1983.  It  is  at  308  No. 
Oak  Street,  across  flest  from  the  old  high  school  building. 
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Neva  and  Lloyd  built  a  home,  605  E.  Pine  Street  in 
Marcus,  in  1951.  They  moved  into  the  house  in  February, 

1952  before  Neva's  death  October  8,1952,  Neva  Grace  Barnes, 
born  October  18,  138^+ ,  in  Plymouth  County,  wgis  buried  in 
Marc  us -Amherst  Cemetery,  They  v/erethe  parents  of  four 
children:

Roy  was  a  great  lover  of  horses,  in  fact,  he  made  his 
living  breaking  and  training  horses,  after  he  left  the  farm. 

He  was  an  expert  at  this  work.  He  would  rather  work  on  "Out¬ 
law"  horses  than  any  others.  He  could  take  one  of  these  horses 
and  after  a  few  days'  training  they  would  follow  him  any 
place  and  he  could  train  them  to  do  most  anything.  He  was 
married  to  Esther  Benedict  Acklie,  December  23 x  1955,  at 
Plainview,  Nebraska „•  He  passed  away  August.' 30,-  1958  from  a’, 
heart  attack  at  Plainview,  Nebraska,  and  was  buried  in 
Pleasant  View  Cemetery,  Plainview,  Nebraska. 

No. 4-3  James  Glenn  Barnes,  third  son  of  Edward  Paris  Barnes  and 

Belle  Vira  Me  Ginnis  Barnes,  was  born  April  15,  1890  in  the 
home  of  his  parents  in  Marcus,  Iowa,  during  the  few  years 
they  lived  in  town.  The  house  is  across  the  street  south  of 
the  one  Rev,  and  Mrs.  Plummer  now  live  in,  (February,  1963,) 
but  soon  after  his  birth  they  moved  into  the  house  at  300 
North  Maple  Street.  While  the  family  was  living  in  town,  Lloyd. 
Roy,  and  Glenn  had  scarlet  fever,  one  at  a  time  and  were 
quarantined  3  months  and  could  not  leave  the  yard. 

Glenn  spent  his  early  childhood  in  Marcus  vicinity  and 
in  1900,  he  moved  with  his  parents  and  four  brothers  to 
Larchwood,  Iowa.  He  attended  Larchwood  Public  School  and  they 
lived  -g-  mile  north  of  town.  The  older  boys  did  the  farming. 

His  father  was  associated  with  his  brother-in-law,  Wm.  H. 
Barkus,  in  the  implement  business  in  town.  In  1902  the 
Edward  Barnes  and  Wm.  H.  Barkus  families  and  other  families 
in  the  community  moved  to  North  Dakota,  near  Granville,  where 
they  homesteaded  on  land  about  15  miles  north  of  Granville, 
North  Dakota. 
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James  Glenn  Barnes  and  Mary  D.  Wilson  of  Sweet  Springs, 
Missouri,  were  married  at  Minot,  North  Dakota,  August  5,  1916. 
They  farmed  north  of  Granville,  North  Dakota,  Then  Edward 
Faris  Barnes  and  Glenn  and  Mary  D.  Barnes  moved  to  Towner, 
North  Dakota,  in  the  fall  of  1921,  Glenn  was  predatory 
animal  hunter  for  the  U.  S.  Government  from  the  fall  of  1921 
until  they  discountinued  the  work  in  North  Dakota  in  1923. 

The  work  was  mostly  to  destroy  the  coyotes  and  foxes.  For 
this  work.  Glenn  kept  several  horse*,  one  blood  hound  and 
several  stag  and  wolf  hounds.  He  used  a  covered  wagon  to 
haul  the  dogs  and  also  a  saddle  horse  to  follow  the  dogs  and 
be  there  for  the  kill.  After  this  work  was  discontinued, 
he  worked  as  a  clerk  in  the  sheriff's  office,  and  also  in 
the  County  Treasurer's  Office.  His  father,  Edward  Faris 
Barnes,  was  County  Treasurer  for  4  years  in  Towner,  North 
Dakota,  from  March  1921  to  March  1924.  Mary  D.  Barnes  was 
Deputy  County  Treasurer  during  those  4  years. 

. Glenn  and  Mary  D.  moved  to  Paullina,  Iowa,  in  the  fall 
of  1924  and  in  the  spring  of  1925  started  farming  on  the 
Hobbs  place  near  Marcus,  Iowa.  Glenn  and  Mary  D.  Barnes 
have  two  children:

The  Barnes*  Brothers  Polo  Team,  made  up  of  Northwest 
Iowa  farmers  consisted  of  Lloyd  W.,  Roy,  Glenn,  Vern,  Hex, 
and  Vern’s  son  Chester. 
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These  men  previously  lived  in  North  Dakota  where  they  helped 
rid  the^country  of  coyotes  and  jack  rabbits  -by  chasing  them 
down  on  horseback.  The  family  of  middle-aged  farmers, 
combining  work  with  pleasure,  started  the  Barnes*  Brothers 
Polo  Team  and  subsequently  popularized  the  game  of  polo.  They 
are  all  hard  and  skillful  riders  who  get  enjoyment  out  of 
polo.  Vern  Barnes  was  the  member  of  the  team  most  responsible 
for  popularizing  the  game  of  polo  in  the  Northwest  Iowa 
community  of  Marcus, 

Vern  says,  "We  buy  our  own  ponies  around  here  and  keep 
our  own  ponies  on  our  farms  and  do  our  training,  etc.  At 
first  we  got  along  with  one  pony  each,  but  before  too  long, 
we  owned  2  or"  3  ponies  each.  The  ponies  play  a  leading  part 
in  the  game.  They  actually  get  the  spirit  of  competition  in 
their  veins  as  much  as  the  players.'1 

They  seldom  change  men  during  the  game,  but  do  change 
ponies  every  chukker. 

The  Barnes  Brothers  Polo  Team  were  the  champions  of 
northwest  Iowa  for  3  or  4  years.  They  played  teams  from 
Omaha,  Nebraska;  Pierre,  South  Dakota;  Minneapolis,  Minnesota; 
Army  teams  at  Ft.  Des  Moines,  Iowa  and  others.  When  they 
stopped  playing  the  youngest  man  on  the  team  was  36  years  old 
and  the  oldest  was  51  years  old  (Lloyd  Barnes.)

1856  in  Delaware  County,  Iowa,  Alice  died  November  21,  1948 
in  Marcus,  Iowa.  She  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  on  a  farm  near 
Hopkinton,  Iowa*  #lice  Barnes  and  Isaiah  C.  Thompson  were 
married  December  14,  1376.  Isaiah  C.  Thompson  died  October  26, 
1923*  Both  were  buried  in  Marcus -Amherst  Cemetery. 

Alice -came  to  Marcus,  in  1878.  with  her  husband  Isaiah  C, 
Thompson  and  daughter  Mayme  and  Alice's  brothers,  Frank  S,, 
Edward  Faris,  and  J.  Oscar  Barnes.  At  almost  every  turn  the 
Thompsons  had  troubles.  The  deer  ate  their  garden,  and  disease 
took  all  78  head  of  calves,  a  span  of  horses  and  a  number  of 
hogs.  The  closest  town  north  was  Orange  City,  Iowa,  and 
visitors  were  a  rare  sight  indeed.  But  as  usual,  an  event 
occurred  that  broke  the  jinx. 

Upon  hearing  of  his  daughter  Alice  and  her  husband  .. 
Isaiah's  bad  luck,  her  father  James  Barnes  sent  Mrs.  Thompson 
a  pig. 
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Although  she  was  offered  $4-. 00  for  the  animal,  Alice  refused 
to  sell,  believing  it  was  sort  of  a  good  luck  symbol.  She 
was  dead  right.  The  pig  had  a  litter  of  9 .pigs.  (Taken 
from  Marcus  News) 

Alice  was  a  resident  of  Marcus  for  70  years.  She  was 
92  years,  9  months  of  age  when  she  passed  away  November  21, 
1948.  They  had  two  daughters,  Margaret  M.  Thompson  (Mayme) 
and  Alice  Arminta  (Minerva)  Thompson.  The  day  Alice  Thompson 
was  90  years  old  in  194-6,  she  was  happily  surprised  to 
receive  a  telephone  call  from  her  only  granddaughter  Mrs. 
Clyde  V.  Me  Broom  of  Washington,  D.  C.  (Taken  from  the 
Marcus,  News )
